If your apartment is too ex- 
pensive, if you're getting kicked 
30.ou.ti or you don't even have an 
:< apartment, "squatting" may be 
■ji. the thing to do, according to 
Denis Jean a spokesperson for 
«3 [Montréal Citizens for Direct 

Housing (MCDH). 
I . But this week, nine members 
of the MCDH learnt that having 
no where to live isn't enough 
. reason to seek shelter on city 
property, even condemned 
buildings. 

On Sunday > MUC police 
threw the squatters out of the 
abandoned Strathearn school 
(located behind La' Tour La 
Cité), where they had been 
squatting, and charged Jean 
with breaking and entering. 

While squatting is legal in 
Europe, in North America it's a 
criminal offense. 

According to MCDH, Milton 
Park residents' proposal to the 
city that the school be converted 
into a community center, was 
never acted on, so MCDH 
members decided to act on it 



themselves. 

Jean says he is striving for the 
growth of a Montreal squatting 
movement. 

' "We want community action 
to take, renovate and build in 
unused public buildings. We're 
not making any demands (for 
low rent housing or subsidiza- 
tion) — we just take it," said 
Jean. 

MCDH believes there is cur- 
rently a housing crisis in Mon- 
tréal. Upwards of 10,000 people 
are homeless in Montreal and 
35,000 are waiting for subsidiz- 
ed housing. 40% of rooming 
houses in Montreal have been 
developed into condominiums 
in the last five years. 

MCDH's strategy, squatting, 
is to occupy unused buildings, 
without paying rent or asking 
permission from landlords. 
MCDH members claim they 
know other groups who will at- 
tempt underground squats 
which later are made public. 

Doug Imrie, another 
spokesperson for MCDH, said 
the squatters plan eventually to 
have the basic comforts of a

He said CVC isn't replacing 
burnt out "empty" lights on its 
vending machines. 

Litvak claims it took him 
seven tries to contact CVC per- 
sonnel about his complaints. 

"I had to call him and refuse 
to get off the line till he would 
see me," he said. 
. Paul McCann, Executive 
Director of Students' Society, 
said he was unaware of Litvak's 
complaints. 



"*I haven't heard anything 
about it" he said. "As far as I 
know if there was any problem 
we would address it and correct 
it as soon as possible." 

McCann told the Daily that 
anybody who is having pro- 
blems with food services should 
contact him or their councillor. 

According to Litvak, CVC 
has caused a general deteriora- 
tion of food services and 
maintenance, and. many conti- 
nuing education students are 
now leaving the campus to get 
meals. 

CVC has reduced and chang- 
ed the stocking of meals in ven- 
ding machines. 

Only, certain low quality 
foods are left by the time we get 
there, says Litvak; 
. "Lets face it, you're not too 
excited about a tiny '•■ bit of 
cheese on a hunk of pasty 
dough with tomato sauce", he 
said. 

He said students who lose 
change don't know they can get 
refunded. 

"90<7o of the Continuing 
Education students don't realize 
that they can get a refund for 
money they lose," he said. 

But refunds are only available 
in the morning. 

Litvak also claims that begin- 
ning this year Coffee, machines 
in the Arts cafeterias and other 
campus facilities are only Filling 
coffee cups two thirds full. 

Litvak says he has received a 
large number of complaints 
from continuing education 
students. 

According to Litvak, UQAM 
and Concordia have staff in 
their cafeterias in the evening. 
"Also," I've never seen an empty 
machine there, and they have 
refunds on the spot," he said.

Still Investing after 
all these years

The divestment movement at McGill is moribund; the 
momentum gained two years ago with two divestitures has 
been allowed to die. 

1982 was the watershed year. Progress toward complete 
divestment seemed possible. In February, after two years of 
demonstrations and student-packed Board of Governors 
meetings, McGill silently divested from two oil companies: 
Mobil and Royal Dutch Shell. Both are major oil suppliers to 
the South African military. 

Later that year McGill Student Society's South Africa 
Committee (SAC) presented the Board of Governors with a 
3000-signature petition demanding "complete and immediate 
divestment." 

In the spring of '82, however, an important battle with the 
Board's Committee to A'dvise on Matters of Social Respon- 
sibility (CAMSR) was fought and lost in confidential sessions 
of the Board. This eventually led to the resignation of its 
chairman, Lawrence McDougall. 

The Board formed CAMSR in 1979 with a mandate to 
review McGill' s investments in companies involved in South 
Africa and recommend appropriate actions.

STRIKE OVER

McGill food service workers will be going back to 
work this week. 

Yesterday evening, representatives from Les Services 
Alimentaires CVC, which has a contract with the 
McGill Students' Society to operate food services on 
campus, signed a one-year contract with the union, 
local 791 of the Fédération des Travailleurs du Québec, 
ending the strike which began last Wednesday. 



According to Michel Cyr, lawyer for the union, the new 
contract guarantees at least 44 full time jobs will be available 
to unionised workers as long as there is a sufficient workload 
to warrant 44 jobs. 

Cyr, says the inclusion of this clause puts an end to union 
fears that full-time unionised jobs would be taken by non- 
unionised part-time workers if full-timers retired or were laid 
off, thereby gradually eroding the strength of the union at 
McGill. 

MSS lawyer John Fcldman said before signing the contract 
yesterday that the existence of this clause means part-time 
workers, who arc almost exclusively McGill students, would 
be laid off and their jobs taken by full time workers in the 
event of a cutback in CVC services. He said his initial unwill- 
ingness to sign the contract was based on the responsibility of 
CVC, as outlined in their contract with MSS, to protect stu- 
dent jobs. This contract, said Fcldman, recognised two 
groups of workers — unionised and non-unionised, but the 
union-was only concerned with (he wrlfarc of the unionised 
workers. 

He said the union was unwilling to unionise students, to of- 
fer them job security under the contract. 

Feldman-was not available for comment after signing the 
contract which ended the strike. 

Cyr said the union did offer to unionise student workers 
and establish a permanent ratio of full-lime to part-time jobs 
please turn lo page 3 .

:n the spring of '82, CAMSR, 
according to McDougall, 
"presented in confidential ses- 
sion a number of reports recom- 
mending action on individual 
companies, none of which the 
Board accepted. I interpreted 
this as a lack of confidence in us 
by the Board," he says explain- 
ing his resignation. 

Though McDougalPs resigna- 
tion was made public, neither it 
nor the events surrounding it 
were ever widely publicized. 
Even McDougall would not be 
more specific. The companies 
cited in the eleven reports, the 
extent of McGill's interests in 
them, and the committee's 
recommendations are all con- 
fidential. 

. Jim McVety, a non-academic 
representative on the Board and 
founding member of CAMSR, 
describes the recommendations 
as "asking for firm action in 
terms and McGill's taking the 
lead" on divestment. 

According to Leslie Myers, 
the present Graduate Represen- 
tative on CAMSR, "the Board 
stalled when the committee 
became too active. All eleven 
reports were read and then just 
tabled by the Chairman of 
Board." 

In boardroom terminology 
something is 'tabled' when the 
chairperson simply neglects to 
call a vote on it. 

At a special meeting after Mr. 
McDougall's resignation the 
board took further blocking ac- 
tion against CAMSR, asking 
the committee to "reconsider" 
its terms of reference used to ex- 
amine corporations conducting 
business in South Africa. This 
request gave CAMSR little time 
to take further divestment ac- 
tions..

At a critical board meeting on 
divestment, Roland Frazee, 
President of the Royal Bank 
stood up and told governors 
that divestment could jeopar- 
dize McGill's relationship with 
the banks. The Royal Bank, the 
Bank of Commerce, the Bank 
of Montreal, Seagrams, Alcan, 
and Molsons are among the 
banks and corporations involv- 
ed in South Africa and with 
whom McGill holds interests. 
Officers or directors from each 
of these sit on McGill's Board 
of Governors. 



following "five possible ac- 
tions" defined by the board. 

This effectively denies the 
CMASR the opportunity . of 
even recommending divestment. 

Mr. McVety calls these 
changes "cosmetic" and does 
not think that the committee's 
terms have been compromised 
by them. 

CAMSR has spent the last 
year picking up the pieces: col- 
lecting information on newly 
acquired investments and up- 
dating its files in preparation 
for its November status report 
to the Board. 

SAC for its part has held a 
low profile this year, bringing in 
speakers such as Dennis Brutus, 
Archbishop Trevor Huddleston 
. and representatives from the na- 
tional liberation groups, and 
setting up information desks 
around campus. The commit- 
tee, while reaching some 
students through such a pro- 
gramme has been unable to 
generate campus wide interest in 
the question of divestment.

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South Africa and McGiUÎ 



McGill is involved with South Africa. Students, faculty and 
the Board of Governors don't pull the trigger on school 
children nor do they torture political activists but they do give 
Financial support to a régime which carries out such practices 
on a daily basis. By doing nothing and ignoring the issue, 
McGill tacitly supports a government whose constitution 
legalizes the persecution of over, four-fifths of the population. 

The situation in South Africa is getting worse, with the 
country rapidly approaches a crisis point. In recent weeks, the 
army and the police have begun raiding towns, shooting in- 
discriminately and making mass arr ests among. the civilian 
population. 

McGill's complicity with the white minority government 
goes further than tolerance through our silence. McGill's 
money is deposited in the Bank of Montreal, which at the end 
of 1983 had loans outstanding to South Africa of $59.7 
million. The Bank refuses to adopt a no-further-loans policy, 
believing that South African whites are moving away from 
apartheid (policy of separate development based on race). 
Alcan, whose president David Culver is the Chairman of the 
Board of Governors, holds interests' in Huletts Aluminium 
which employs 2000 workers in South Africa. Philip 
Vineberg, lawyer for the Bronfman family sits on the Board - 
the Bronfman-owned Seagrams also has interests in South 
Africa. 

Economic sanctions against South Africa — calls for 
divestment — have been approved by the United Nations 
General Assembly, the World Council of Churches, and 
numerous human rights organizations. A week ago in a 
speech at McGill, Archbishop Trevor Huddleston, former 
Anglican Archbishop in South Africa, said economic'sahc- 
tions are the only alternative to violent revolution in South 
Africa. Some McGill students have been working for divest- 
ment of McGill funds for several years. The Board did divest 
from Royal Dutch Shell and Mobil Oil two years ago but no 
further action has been taken. 

You have probably noticed an increasing number of articles 
concerning this issue in the pages of the Daily. This is not ac- 
cidental. We believe that it is an important enough issue to 
warrant continual public exposure. Unfortunately, the com- 
mercial press, while relating the number of deaths due to 
political repression in South Africa, often fails to mention the 
system behind the repression. 

The African National Congress. (ANQ is now calling for 1 
divestment from South Africa. While recognised by the 
United Nations as the only legitimate government of the 
South African people (as opposed to the régime currently in 
power in Pretoria), the ANC is illegal inside the country. It is 
also a treasonable offense, punishable by death, to call for 
divestment within the country. Small wonder that the black 
workers can rarely make a public stand. 

McGill divestment will not end the racism in South Africa 
but as a symbolic action will be one more step toward non- 
violent change in the government.

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How we got the IEA story 



The Daily story "U.S. Institute behind Cana- 
dian Magazines" was first started when Francis 
Willers published the Carelton Canuk in Ottawa 
a few weeks ago. In an interview, Dalton 
Saunders, a colleague of Willers* suggested 
money for a chain of ultra-conservative 
magazines may have come from an organisation 
.in the United States. 

The fact that the Institute for Educational Af- 
fairs (IEA) has started several and is giving 
money to 66 conservative student newspapers on 
U.S. campuses is causing considerable controver- 
sy there. Staff at the University of Toronto stu- 
dent paper, the Varsity, had suspected for more 
than a year that an American organisation was 
giving money to the University of Toronto 
Magazine, but had no confirmation. 

I worked in co-operation with,- Howard 
Goldenthal, a reporter at the Ryersonian, a 
newspaper at Rycrson Polytechnical Instiute in 
Toronto. We were able to confirm that the IEA 
was giving money and advice to Canadian papers 
after locating John Cohen, an IEA official. 
Under the premise of setting up a conservative 



conservative student newspapers already in 
Canada. He revealed that there were and that the 
IEA had a hand in their development. He also 
said the IEA gave three magazines money. Here 
are sources for the story:

First, I would very much like to know II 
she or anyone else taped the purported In- 
terview. The statements she ascribes to 
President Reagan are Indeed disturbing, but 
they seem so stereotyped that I am Inclined 
to doubt whether this Interview ever took 
place.
